The matter of enlarging the gen- 
era] system to take cate of the state’s 
growing needs has been put before 
the new committee which the: Gover- 
nor has just appointed. This com- 
mittee has the job of deciding upon 
the outline of a State system, allot- 
ing to that system the roads that 
belong there, and eliminating the 
roads that do not belong there. This 
committee's findings will be complet- 
ed by the time the Highway commis- 
ready to recommend neay 
and will form the basis 
recommendations. 

In this way, by working hard at 
the repair and upkeep end of the 
problem, and at the same time fixing 
la reasonable basis for the needed 
new construction, it’s likely that 
Governor Richardson’s administra- 
tion will mark a beginning for the 
real California highway system of 
the future. 

The present committee, by the way, 
differs a good deal from the fat com- 
missions of former times.
